HOSPITAL SCHEME 


Health Department Official Explains 
About Hospitals 


VULCAN VETERANS 


Ex-Service Men Plan Re-Organization 
of Association 

Thfere was an assembly of the war 
veterans of the town anil district in 
Vulcan on Saturday last, the purpose 
of which was the consideration of the 
proposition to re-organize the local 
branch of the G.W.V.A. The atten¬ 
dance was large and the enthusiasm 
great. 

Arthur Wakelyn, secretary of the 
Provincial Command, G.W.V.A., ad¬ 
dressed the assembly, and detailed the 
methods of operation of the provincial 
organization, and the local branches, 
and covered his subject with a know¬ 
ledge that is from practice and exper¬ 
ience, advising as to the difficulties of 
carrying on as well as to the benefits 
accruing to the membership through 
the channels of the association. 

Many matters of general and local 
concern were freely discussed, and the 
opinions and arguments of all who de¬ 
sired to give expression were given 
consideration" with the result that P. 
Fischer, J. Kerr, C. Parrel and Dr. 
Carson were appointed a committee 
to straighten out the business of the 
former local organization and to se¬ 
cure supplies necessary for the con- 
tiuance of the branch under the revis¬ 
ed constitution which came into effect 
some time ago. Another meeting will 
be held on a date to be arranged for 
the election of offices and the com¬ 
pletion of the rp-'tfrgani/.ation. The 
revival of the Vulcan branch is being 
made under the ^uspicious circumstan 
ces.

What is a Municipal Hospital? A 
Municipal Hospital is an up-to-date 
modern, and fully equipped institution 
built, maintained and operated by the 
people of a Hospital District, and sup¬ 
ported by direct taxation (the means 
thus derived being supplemented by 
reasonable fees). It offers service 
(when needed) to the persons liable 
for hospital taxes, and to those who 
are not, by the payment of a fixed an¬ 
nual sum; whereby a man, his wife, 
his children, and the dependent mem¬ 
bers of his family may obtain hospi¬ 
tal service (including bed, board, 
nursing attendance, drugs and dres¬ 
sings, and the use of the X-ray where 
installed) at the rate of one dollar per 
hospital day. 

This short and plain statement was 
the basis ol an address delivered by 
Mr. Arthur Jv, Winston, at a meeting 
in V ulcan on Saturday afternoon, the 
purpose of the meeting being the dis¬ 
semination of information as to muni¬ 
cipal hospitals as they are constituted 
and operated in the Province of Al¬ 
berta. Mr. Whiston, who is superin¬ 
tendent of hospital organization, lias 
been associated with the hospital 
scheme from its beginning in Alberta, 
knows all about it from first to last, 
and with good voice and fine delivery 
exercises a splendid faculty of ex¬ 
planation and description, and those 
who heard him on Saturday know 
much more of municipal hospitals 
than they ever knew before. His was 
a plain and frank statement of the 
proposition; making it clear that his 
purpose was not the forcing of a 
proposition upon the people ,but ra¬ 
ther the presentation of facts and fig¬ 
ures relative to the subject where any 
interest is manifest, and this he. ac¬ 
complished in an exceeding fine man¬ 
ner. 

The decision of the meeting was 
that the consideration of the hospital 
question be continued, and that by 
means to be divised by a committee 
appointed all of the people are to be 
given opportunity to become fully in¬ 
formed as to the details in connection 
with the organization, construction 
and operation of a municipal hospital. 
The committee appointed consists of 
Messrs. L. H. Stack, W. E. Butchart, 
Harry Nelson, E. J. Charters and A. 
J. Clayton, with authority to make 
additions, and the work w ill proce e d. - 
The committee will at once have the 
assistance of Mr. A. D. McCannel, in¬ 
spector and ..organizer of hospitals, 
and it is understood that petitions for 
the organization of a hospital district 
will be presented to the ratepayers for 
signatures, this move being necessary 
to put the question in a proper man¬ 
ner before the taxpayers. 


GOOD INVESTMENT 

Money Spent in Building Good Roads 
Means a Very Fine Investment for 
the Country- 


Preparations are being made to 
open the Provincial seed cleaning 
plant at Edmonton. Complete modern 
loading and unloading facilities have 
been installed at the plant, and it is 
expected that the quantity of grain 
handled in 1921-25 will be greater 
than in the previous year, when s6me 
150,000 bushels of registered seed 
went through the plant. Shipments 
last year were made to all parts of 
Canada, as well as many of the middle 
western States. 


According to new estimates^of the 
population of Canadian Provinces 
made by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics, Alberta’s population is now 
637,000, as compared with 588,000 
shown by the census of 1921, an in¬ 
crease of almost 50,000. 

According to the new code of Canon 
Law, fasting is no{ prescribed on 
either the Wednesdays ot^ Fridays of 
Advent. Only on Emtter^Dfiys (the 
17th, 19th and 20th of December) and 
on the eve of Christmas is fasting of 
obligation. 

The Macleod Oil Company near 
Black Diamond, struck a flow of oil 
With a specific gravity of .7527. This 
is the third flow struck in the drilling 
of the well, the first one at a depth of 
2135 feet, another flow at 2230 feet, 
and the last one at 2400. 

Wheat shipments from the port of 
Vancouver, during the month of Octo¬ 
ber amounted to 3,242,608 bushels, val¬ 
ued at $4,592,218 as compared with 
4,387,563 bushels, valued at $4,812,177 
during the same month a year ago. 
h or the first ten months of the cui-rent 
year, wheat shipments amounted to 
16,549,715 bushels, valued at $19,387,- 
565, and for the ten months of 1923 
the showing was 1.?,* 18,930 bushels, 
worth $15,966,716. 


The importance of good roads to at¬ 
tract tourist traffic is now recognized 
by government officials and it is grati¬ 
fying to note that Alberta is develop¬ 
ing a keen recognition of the import¬ 
ance of tourist traffic. The National 
Parks service has made a very care¬ 
ful calculation as to the amount spent 
during the year 1923 in Canada by 
foreign tourists and calculations work 
out to $136,000,000. The province of 
B. C. has encouraged the tourist traf¬ 
fic in the matter of good roads and 
from $36,000,000 to $40,000,000 was 
left in that province by tourists last 
year. We have not obtained figures 
as to Alberta’s share in the tourist 
traffic but at least $10,0(10,000 has 
been left in the province by tour 
ists and our government is justified 
in spending money' building substan 
ial trunk roads. That American mo¬ 
torists are anxious to visit Canada i 
quite evident from the number admit¬ 
ted each year. In 1921, the number 
of American motor cars to visit Cana¬ 
da were 617,285; in 1922, 996.329; in 
1923, 1,942,387. During the past five 
years, Canada has spent on highways 
$191,560,000 and we havlft"'improved 
highways totalling 161.994 miles as 
well as 259,947 miles of unimproved 
highways.

Both winter and summer conditions 
have been experienced the past wee^, 
the first part of which was stormy 
with snow and the latter ^prt seeing^ 
a hard chinook and much warmer 
The roads and trails are in'fair con¬ 
dition and grains are steadily being 
delivered into the elevators here. The 
high prices arc encouraging the deliv- 
ries. The markets are strong with 
wheat within three-eights of the peak 
point of the season and oats the high¬ 
est since last October. Oats are grad¬ 
ing principally as No. 1 and extra No. 

1 feed, with little 2 C.W. coming in. 
This is the result of too much green 
mixture and a touch of frost. It is 
also noticed that oats, In many cases 
were threshed too close, so that they 
were hulled, and in passing over the 
cleaner, the groats also go out which 
has hurt the grading somewhat, but 
with the higher prices and the fair 
cyop realized the results will be very 
satisfactory. The local prices for 
grains are to-day as follows: wheat 
$1.48; oats 47c; Barley 67c; and Rye 
$1.08. Threshing is piactically com¬ 
pleted.

CHRISTMAS LORE 


We are indebted to so many folk 
and nations lor our Christmas festivi 
ties that it may not be amiss to bring 
them to remembrance at this glad 
time of the year. We have not always 
celebrated Christmas on the twenty 
filth of December. Until the fourth 
century, Christmas was a moveable 
feast, like our Easier, and for that 
reason, has been celebrated in every 
month of the year from October to 
April, but in the fourth century, the 
date of the Nativity was fixed and 
since then we have celebrated Christ’s 
birthday on the twenty-fifth of the 
last month of the year. Our Christ¬ 
mas carols come to us from far away 
Palestine. And in Cornwall, on Christ¬ 
mas Eve, you fell inwilh bands of 
carollers, men and boys, who go the 
rounds of the town or village, singing 
Christmas songs and hymns. The 
folk open their homes to thdm, and in 
the cottages they stand under the sus¬ 
pended twigs of mistletoe and carol 
the ever-new songs of Peace on Earth 
and Good will to Men. It is a delight¬ 
ful custom and one that should long 
remain. The hanging of mistletoe at 
Christmas time ) has come to us ffom 
our English forbears, and to them, in 
turn, from the hardy Norsemen. The 
Norwegians have their annual house¬ 
cleaning just before Christmas and it 
is a season of good will and kindly 
chefer and the needy are never allowed 
to go empty handed. Even the cattle 
and horses are given an extra measure 
of food on that day.

The Lethbridge Herald published an 
interesting article recently on the re¬ 
markable manner in which some far¬ 
mers were paying up their obligations 
to the banks.

And he has 
money left to carry on all his 1925 
operations.”

CHURCHUN10N 

An Explanation of Some Points In¬ 
volved in the Question of the work 
Out of Church Union 

The task of making clear just what 
is involved in church union as con¬ 
templated by the Presbyterian, Meth¬ 
odist, and Congregational churches in 
Canada is not an easy one. It is an 
unfortunate thing that much of the 
literature that is being disseminated 
at the present time i? misleading, and 
appeals to sentiment and prejudice, 
rather than to truth. Your corres¬ 
pondent is a Presbyterian who believes 
in the teachings of his church, and in¬ 
tends to adhere to them until he finds 
something better. At the same time 
he cannot see any impassable barrier 
to prevent any Christian from enter¬ 
ing a union with other Christians who 
do not deny any fundamentals in his 
creed. Such an act is not going to af¬ 
fect his manner of living, nor lower 
the standard he has hitherto endeav¬ 
ored to uphold. What your corres¬ 
pondent deprecates is the attitude 
some writers and speakers on this 
question take towards those who differ 
with them, in reflecting unkindly 
on men who for conscientious 
reasons cannot see eye to eye with 
them. Let us who go into the union 
never say of any body of Christians 
-who dc not see eye to eye with us 
that they are visionless and mission¬ 
less. That they are taking a backword 
step. And that unrest, dissatisfaction 
and strife will be their portion Let 
us never forget that sortie of the ab¬ 
lest and most godly men in the Pres¬ 
byterian Church of Canada are re¬ 
maining out of the Union, and let us 
beware how we speak of them. 

The question of Union has now been 
before the church for over twenty 
years. Our church has voted on it 
twice, the General Assembly four 
times. The last vote in the Assembly 
had a majority in favour of union 
greater than three to one. When the 
question of union .vas first mooted 
the chief reason advanced in favour 
of it was the saving of men and means 
that would be effected, and the pos¬ 
sibility of aiding a large number of 
weak and struggling congregations on 
our western prairies to have the ser¬ 
vices of an ordained minister the year 
round. Whatever other motives were 
behind the movement, this was the 
one most in evidence, and the one 
which weighed heaviest with many 
when they came to vote upon the ques¬ 
tion. No person can deny that the 
idea of organic union is a good one. 
Whether the church is ready for such 
a drastic movement at the present 
or not remains to be proven. But the 
die has been cast. Even the Govern¬ 
ment of our land has set the seal of 
its approval upon the actions of the 
highest court of our church. It has 
left nothing for%s to do but to go 
with the church of our fathers into 
the United Church, or to cut ourselves 
adfift from that church, and set about 
to help to organize another church 
like unto it. As your correspondent 
sees it, the course of action for each 
individual ought to be a matter of 
conscience. We ought not to allow 
either sentiment or prejudice to gov¬ 
ern us in our decisions. Nor must we 
allow the spirit of the pharisee to lord 
it over us in such a serious matter as 
this. We ought to face the facts in¬ 
telligently and honestly, and decide 
for ourselves whether we are after all 
making any sacrifice of anything that 
is really essential to true worship or 
to Christian living should we cast 
our lot in with the United Church, or 
whether it would be more in the in¬ 
terests of the Kingdom of God to re¬ 
main out. One thing we may as well 
acknowledge at the outset, and chat is 
that the church for which our fore¬ 
fathers bled and died will be no long¬ 
er in its present form after June 10 th 
1925 for it will have merged into the 
United Church of Canada. Another 
Presbyterian Church doubtless will 
arise, adopting the same creed and 
governed by the same principles as at 
present govern our church, but it will 
not be the same church. Both the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments 
have seen to that. The new church 
will have about the same relationship 
to the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
that the Free Church, the United Pres¬ 
byterian Church, and other seceeding 
churches in Scotland had to the Church 
of Scotland after they seceeded from 
it. 

Now in the course of events we 
have come to the parting of the ways. 
We ought to take one. course or the 
other. We should line up either with 
the United Church of Canada, or with 
the new church about to be formed. 
For the conscientious Christian there 
ought to be no neutral ground. We 
are being told that if we go in with 
the United Church we will never know 
Ihe difference. I do not think such a 
statement will bear honest investiga¬ 
tion, and I fear it will cause unrest 
and a feeling of distrust afterwards. 
Technically speaking, and perhaps 
theoretically as well there is a meas¬ 
ure of truth in these words,but it is 
not the whole truth, and sooner or 
later the people will find it out. Let 
us not juggle with words to no pur¬ 
pose. No matter what men may say 
we must acknowledge that the ten¬ 
dency of the new Church is toward 
autocracy, or in other words to place 
greater power in the hand of the of¬ 


ficials, and consequently less in the 
hands of the laity. Our church today 
is a democratic church. For a time, 
after Union is consummated,most con¬ 
gregations will not recognize any 
change, at least as long as their pres¬ 
ent pastors remain with them. What 
may happen after these pastors leave 
may be problamatical. Some person 
may say we can call another. That 
is true, and the man yoe call may 
assure you that if he is permitted 
he will come to you at the end of the 
Conference year. The stationing com¬ 
mittee may send him to you, or if 
they see fit they may send you one Of 
their own selecting. In large city 
churches there will not likely be much 
occasion for any change in any line, 
but in the smaller centers, where 
churches agree to unite locally there 
must of necessity be changes. Sacri¬ 
fices will have to be made on both 
sides. One or other pastor will have 
to retire. Some forms which you have 
long been accustomed to will have to 
be abandoned. For many in both 
churches there will be distinct losses. 
Will the gain be'commensurate with 
the losses? ‘That will depend on yau£ 
viewpoint, and your willingness to 
make the necessary sacrifices. If we 
can get together as Christians, if we 
can trust each other as we ought, and 
if, as I have already said, we can make 
the necessary sacrifices, then I think 
there will be great gain by uniting, 
but if we are not willing to do these 
things then we had better not dream 
of uhion. 1 ^ 

There seems to be an impression 
abroad that if a majority in any Pres¬ 
byterian congregation in a town such 
as ours votes in favour of going into 
the United Church of Canada any time 
before the tenth of June next, that 
church automatically become united 
with the Methodist church in that 
town, and they two become one con¬ 
gregation. Such is not the case, not 
any more than if Grace and Knox 
Churches of Calgary should both vote 
in favour of going into the United 
Church. They would still retain their 
individual indentity, and carry on as 
distinct congregations. Should Chal¬ 
mers church vote in favour of going 
into the United Church, and the Meth¬ 
odist congregation here also go into 
the United Church, then on June 10 th 
next there will be two congregations 
in High River belonging to the United 
Church in Canada. There is nothing 
to prevent these congregations nego¬ 
tiating about a local union. Matters 
relating to such a union would have to 
be considered by the members of both 
congregations, agreements submitted 
to the congregations, and their con¬ 
ditions approved by a majority vote 
of the congregations, before any local 
union could be effected. There will be 
no effort made by the higher courts 
bf the church to effect this end. The 
advances must come from the people 
themselves. Many congregations in 
the smaller towns and rural districts 
will no doubt hgree to work together. 
Others will doubtless continue as they 
are at least for the present. 

Now what of the future? Let us 
forget the past, and let us seek, to 
realize that a great, responsibility is 
being thrust upon us. We cannot 
evade it. Perhaps the future destiny 
of our children and childrens’ children, 
morally and spiritually, will depend 
upon the decision we make, and the 
course we pursue.. There can be no 
question that if we enter the union 
heartily, and work energetically and 
harmoniously in the interests of the 
Kingdom of God the union will prove 
of inestimable blessing to western 
Canada. But if we enter it grudging¬ 
ly, and refuse ,to shoulder our share 
of the increased burdens and responsi¬ 
bilities that are involved therein, then 
there is no estimating the injury it 
will cause to .-the Kingdom of God. 
Our western prairies and our far flung 
mission fields need a very much larger 
number and a better distribution of 
men, and a much larger budget to sup¬ 
port them. Will Union help to make 
this possible? Perhaps in time, but 
not at once, and by no means to the 
extent many people are anticipating 
without a great change of heart on the 
part of our people. Many not know¬ 
ing intimately the situation as it faces 
,us today, often speak of the great 
saving of men and of means that can 
he effected by organic union. A few 
nours close study of the fields occu¬ 
pied by our various churches, the 
work they are trying to do, and the 
calls that are being heard by them 
would soon tend to rob such -a con¬ 
ception of much of its roseate hue. 
Take our own district, the country ly¬ 
ing between Calgary and Macleod and 
as far south as Nobleford. Where can 
we in all this territory release a single 
man for work elswhere? It is true 
that there ought to be a realignment 
of men, but to attempt to lessen the 
number of men in this district is ab¬ 
surd. We actually need six addition¬ 
al men in this territory, to in any 
satisfactory manner meet the needs, 
and if wd need the men we also need 
the means to support them. There 
are other districts throughout the 
country where men and funds can be 
saved, but they are not near. In the 
•Foreign Mission Fields there is no 
overlapping, and the need is over¬ 
whelming. Will Union increase the 
funds for Foreign Missions? In time 
I believe it will but not in the way 
many have imagined. Changes will 
come about in the United Church 
slowly. No doubt in time the large 


central offices will become amalgama¬ 
ted. ‘A large number of high salaried 
officials will be released for work else¬ 
where. Many accountants and sten¬ 
ographers can be done without. Print¬ 
ing offices‘can be consolidated and a 
number of our colleges can be 
scrapped, thus saving hundreds of 
thousands of dollars annually fi r mis¬ 
sionary and other purposes. But when 
will that be done? Not until the 
people rise up in their might and de¬ 
mand that business methods be ap¬ 
plied to every branch of the churches 
work, no matter upon whose neck the 
axe may fall. 

To all interested let me say our task 
is before us, let us press forward. We 
are living in a new day. Let us ap¬ 
ply ourselves to the duties and the 
problems of the day with earnestness 
and with zeal. Let us fix our eyes 
upon Christ and His Cross. And let 
us ever remember that the church that 
places its trust, not in learning, nor in 
organization, nor in great phalanres ot 
men however well equipped, but in 
Christ and His Cross will be owned j 
ami blessed by God, while the church . 
that puts the cross in the beckground . 
may be a great church, and may ob¬ 
tain the plaudits of the world, but as 
a church it must utterly fail.

“Take the poultry money out of a 
farm community, and the country 
town merchants would wonder what I 
happened to their business.”

It gives information as 
to the enormous amount of investiga¬ 
tion' into successful poultry methods 
by poultry experts and Experimental 
Farms all over this continent—infor¬ 
mation which has shown beyond all 
doubt that poultry keeping can be 
made an important and profitable 
branch of farm business, even when 
carried out on a modest scale. For the 
guidance of farmers and their wives, 
the finding of these experts has been 
put into plain language in this book, 
together with photographs of every 
phase of the subject, showing what is 
right and what is wrong. 

A farm census in the United States 
recently showed that in a single year 
chickens and eggs sold by farmers 
there brought $1,048,000,060. or 39 per J 
cent of the total value of all live stock ] 
products. This illustrates what is be- !

PRIZE ESSAY 

Winner of Second in the Public School 
Section 

The following is the essay on the 
subject of “Fire Prevention,” contrib¬ 
uted by Miss Mabel McDonald, in con¬ 
nection with the recent annual compe¬ 
tition, and for which she was awarded 
second prize. 

For hundreds of years, fire has been 
used as a friend of man. In order to 
obtain any benefit from it,fire must be 
kept under controL Once it escapes, 
death and destruction are sure to fol¬ 
low. t 

It is almost impossible to realize 
Low much is lost through fire, until 
we take a glance over the statistics. 
The average loss by fire for ten years 
is forty-eight million dollars. Last 
year the loss was forty-seven millions, 
two hundred and eighty-two thousand 
three hundred and sixty-four dollars. 
In Europe the cost of each person for 
the prevention of fire is thirty-five 
cents. In Canada the cost is sjx dol- 
lais. Seventy-five per cent, of the 
fires are caused through negligence. 
When we think that the consequence 
of this act is traceable to millions of 
dollars and numerous lives, we should 
exercise more care. Between the years 
for 1916-1923 the average number of 
deaths per year was three hundred 
and sixty-six. 

There are numerous ways of pre¬ 
venting fire if they are only practis¬ 
ed. 

1. —The chimneys and flues should 
be closely inspected, because if there 
is a break or a space in them, sparks 
may be permitted into the attic or 
other secluded places. 

2. —All chimneys should be cleaned 
before they are installed, because, if 
choked with soot, they will become 
hot, and this will cause any near by 
wood to catch on fire. 

3. —Great care should be taken in 
the handling of hot ashes. They 
should be placed in metal containers, 
and not emptied near a wooden fence 
or in a wooden barrel where they 
might catch on fire. 

4. —Too much care cannot be taken 
in the use of gasoline and benzine ( as 
they are highly explosive. 

5. —Buildings such as hospitals, ho¬ 
tels, and theatres, should be provided 
with fire escapes, so that the occu¬ 
pants may escape in cases of fire. 

6.School children should be taught 
how dangerous fire may become if not 
handled properly. 

7. —Hunters and campers should 
make themselves acquainted with the 
laws before they enter forests. 

8. —Children should never be allow¬ 
ed to handle matches, as they are very 
dangerous, and are the cause of many 
deaths. 

9. —Rubbish shoulld never be allow¬ 
ed to accumulate in or near buildings. 

10. —It is dangerous to dry clothing 
near or above a hot stove. 

11. —Care should be taken of oily 
and greasy rags, as they many ignite 
spontaneously. 

12. —Gasoline or coal oil should nev¬ 
er be used to replenish a fire as you 
are not only taking a chance on your 
own life but you are endangering the 
life and property of others. 

13. —Every house should be provided 
with a fire extinguisher, and every 
member should understand, its opera¬ 
tion. 

14. —Matches or candles should nev¬ 
er be used to light the way into dark 
rooms. 

16.—Paper shades should never be 
used to decorate light globes. 

16. —Oil lamps must never be filled 
within fifteen feet of a flame. 

17. —All fire-wood should be piled 
up in such a manner that, if a neigh¬ 
boring house caught <\re ^he kindling 
would not carry the sparks to the 
house. 

18. —Every person must be careful 
when discarding, matches, cigar stubs 
and cigarettes. 

I hope now that every Canadian 
girl and boy, will do all within their 
power to help save one of Canada’s 
greatest resources.

States referring to “Canadian rum¬ 
runners,” "Canadian booze smug¬ 
glers,” and all the rest of the buck- 
thirty minutes. 

Steel laying was commenced last 
week on the new Lomond branch ex¬ 
tension of the C. P. R. south-east of 
Vulcan. The present extension is 40 
miles north-west from Lomond which 
has been the end of steel until now on 
the Suffield-Lomond branch The new 
extension serves the districts of Milo 
and Queenstown and Arrowhead. 

A total of 74 entries for homesteads 
was recorded at the Edmonton Land 
Office during the month of November. 
These are practically all for home¬ 
steads in central and northern Alberta. 

Some idea of South-Western Alber¬ 
ta’s wheat crop the past season is 
shown in the fact that approximately 
18,000,000 bushels of wheat have al¬ 
ready been shipped out of the Leth¬ 
bridge division of the C. P. R., which 
includes the territory from Macleod to 
Dunmore and north io Okotoks. 

As an instance of successful irriga¬ 
tion farming the Lethbrlge Herald 
quotes the experience of Ellis Parker, 
who two years ago bought 160 acres 
on the United Irrigation Project near 
Cardston. During the past season he 
harvested a crop which yielded him 
sufficient money to pay for his quar¬ 
ter section at $34.00 an acre, pay his 
taxes for three years and leave him 
with a substantial surplus. He got an 
average of 64 bushels on acre of wheat 
for which he received $1.52 bushel net. 
Fair week, when she was knocked 
down for $790. The average of the 
sale was $245 for 12 bulls and $247 
for 20 females. 

The recent sheep sale held at Re¬ 
gina was one' of the most successful 
ever held in this province, according 
to the Provincial LiveitoClr-Gommis- 
sioner. The top price of the sale was 
$102.50 paid for a Shearling Oxford 
Ram. The average price paid for Ox¬ 
ford Rams was $42.00 per head, $37.00 
per head for Shropshires and some¬ 
what similar averages for Southdowns 
Leicesters and Suffolks. All the ani¬ 
mals entered were sold and the de¬ 
mand was greater than the supply. 

The Rosewood heifer, consigned 
from the E.P. Ranch topped the sale 
of Shorthorns held during the Toronto 
passing propagandas^ beginning to 
be nauseous. Indeed, with skeletons, 
booze caches and scuttled ships turn¬ 
ing up in and aroupd every little is¬ 
land off the coast, the whole business 
is beginning to be nauseous, says the 
Vancouver Sun. Canadians are just 
as sick of it all as Americans. As a 
matter of fact, since it is American 
demand that creates and sustains the 
business, Canadians are even sicker of 
it than Americans. As the recent in¬ 
dictments in San Francisco showed, a 
full 75 per cent of those gentlemen en¬ 
gaged in the rum-running industry are 
Americans. In that event, since the 
industry, is almost wholly of Amen? 
can origin, about the only way Cana¬ 
da could help would be to round up 
every American with a whisky breath 
or a bulgy hip and send him back to 
his own country. And, as even the 
most confirmed American prohibition¬ 
ists would admit, that course would 
not be feasible, courteous nor sensi¬ 
ble from either the American nor Can¬ 
adian point of view.

( lerstahdlng of each other’s problems 
m the part of the various provinces 
and gaographical divisions of Canada

as well as providing national revenue. 
However, the affairs of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association have been 
largely in the hands of a clique of little 
fellows who in their narrowness and 
.short-sightedness have been just as
